Ato mic ex p lo sio n o n reco rd 
was set o ff at su n rise to day 
by Ato mic En er^v Co mmis­ 
sio n scien tists. 
Sign allin g p erhap s the start 
o f a n ew ato mic weap o n era, 
the in fan t A-bo mb—-if bo mb 
it was—flashed sharp ly fo r 
abo u t o n e-ten th o f a seco n d. 
It was seen bv o bserv ers o n a 
mo u n tain abo u t 50 
m i l e s 
away . 
Bu t to eajfer o n lo o kers in 
Las Vegras, the flash was o b­ 
literated by the bright mo rn ­ 
in g su n . 
A Letdo wn 
To sp ectato rs it was a letdo wn 
in co n trast to the fiv e brillian t 
flashes which lit u p the desert sky 
in tests here last win ter. 
To scien tists, ho wev er, it p ro b­ 
ably was a bigger thrill than man y 
o f the p rev io u s larger blasts. 
To co n tro l the ato m an d its fis­ 
sio n in g so that it go es “p o o f”— 
witho u t mu ch mo re fo rce than a 
larger artillery bu rst—that wo u ld 
stan d as a milesto n e in n u clear 
scien ce. 
On e o f the few men o u tside the 
AEC test site to see a tin y weap o n 
p erlo rm was Jo e McClain , tele­ 
grap h edito r o f the Las Vegas Re- 
v iew-Jo u rn al. 
Very Sma ll 
“It was hardly larger than the 
TNT blast set o ff an ho u r earlier 
to test in stru men ts,” McClain said. 
“There was a sho rt, bright flash 
an d then a co lu mn o f white smo ke 
ro se fro m it, n arro w at the base 
an d mu shro o min g fin ally in to a 
small clo u d. The clo u d drifted u p ­ 
ward fo r abo u t 10 min u tes befo re 
disin tegratin g.” 
To day ’s deto n atio n to o k p lace 
abo u t 6 a.m. (P.S.T.).

There is a striking analogy in 
the situation in the two states.

But 
e farm s cropland in the river 
ottoms, as well as hay and pas- 
ure land in the hills. W heat and 
oy b eans are his cash crops, and 
orn and hay provide a trem end- 
us volume of feed which Emil 
urns efficiently into pork and 
=f. Although he raises fine Pol­ 
ed Hereford cattle, he also b rings 
'ti feeder steers and calves from 
he b est grade herds to turn into 
rim e b eef from his feed lots. 
On Tuesday , August Beilmann 
ame over from the Missouri Bot­ 
anical G arden Arb oretum, with 
is assistant, Lou Brenner. They

Gus and Lou have b een doing 
esearch for some y ears on the 
orest 
succession, 
finding

uch of the timb ered acreage of 
he Ozark highland is of compara- 
ively recent origin. Most of this 
ill country was either in prairie- 
ke grassland or park-like timb er, 
ith trees growing widely dis- 
rsed.

technicians to revise their ideas 
about the breeding rates of Mis­ 
souri deer, according to Robert 
Dunkeson, deer biologist for the 
Conservation Commission. 


Authorities have g e n e r a l l y 
agreed that female deer first pro­ 
duce young w'hen about two years 
old, but a 14-month old doe ac­ 
cidentally killed this week in the 
Missouri river bottoms near Je ff­ 
erson City evidently had not heard 
of their opinions. 


This doe, just a youngster her­ 
self, already had produced and 
nursed a fawn. Since this doe had 
become a mother when about one 
year old, she had possibilities of 
becoming a grandmother at the 
ripe old age of tw’o. Conservation 
agents discovered another breed­ 
ing fawn in Jefferson county last 
March. 


Excellent quality of deer food 
is thought to be the reason for 
such early breeding, and Commis­ 
sion biologists are anxious to learn 
more about the rate of deer re­ 
production in other parts of the 
state. 
Early breeding age and repro­ 
duction rates hold promise of a 
rapidly growing herd and more

Early Dentists Extracted Teeth 
Anywhere. ( C o u rle o r N o r th w e ile r n 
1)a m e n ity D e n ta l S c h o o l)

Our toothaches today hu rt just 
as much as the pioneer Missouri­ 
an ’s did, but they are over with 
more quickly and easily because 
we have skilled dentists to take 
care of them. 
The 1200 people in the village of 
St. Louis in 1809 must have pre­ 
sented a virtual bonanza of aching 
teeth to Dr. Paul, newly arrived to 
practice his profession in the T er­ 
ritory of Louisiana. Dr. Paul an ­ 
nounced that he would extract, 
clean, plug, and strengthen teeth 
and also make artificial ones. He 
used so few instruments that he 
could wait on patients either at 
his home or theirs. 
The population of French, Span­ 
ish, and Americans may have re ­ 
garded his services dubiously at 
first, because there seemed little 
choice between the misery of let­ 
ting a tooth rot out or in having 1 
it 
extracted 
while 
the 
patient 
writhed in mortal agony. Friends 
of the victim would hold him down 
as the dentist tugged at the of-1 
fending molar with a pair of “pull- ' 
ikens,’’ hoping that the jaw would 
not be fractured in the process. | 
Often the patient was partially 
stupefied 
with 
large 
doses 
of 
whiskey before a tooth was taken 
out. 
The first Missouri dentists were 1 
sincere craftsmen for the most i 
part, tnough their tools were crude | 
and their scientific knowledge was 
only a few generations advanced 
from that of their professional a n ­ 
cestors, the barber-surgeons. At 
least one St. Louis dentist in 1830 
offered extractions free to anyone 
without the money who was suf­ 
fering the tortures of a toothache. 
Eleven dentists were doing busi­ 
ness in St. Louis in 1837, serving a 
population of about 10,000. There 
was also a steaciy sale of patent 
toothache drop> Missourians were 
beginning to understand the bene­ 
fits of the toothbrush by 
1842, 
when Sherm an’ Orris Tooth Paste 
was advertised as recommended 
by “chemists, physicians, and the 
clergy” for use on the teeth every 
night with a stiff brush. 
Dentists boasted that they plac­ 
ed artificial teeth which could not 
be distinguished from the natural 


set. Early false teeth were carved 
of ivory or bone, with cumbersome 
upper and lower plates joined by 
springs. Sometimes human teeth 
gleaned from the dead on the bat­ 
tlefields of Europe were mounted 
and used. In 1846 Doctors Silvers 
and Butler erected a furnace to 
m anufacture Incorruptible Porce­ 
lain Teeth in St. Louis. 
Dentists in the 1840’s and 50’s 
ground cavities with a geared hand 
drill which worked on the princi­ 
ple of a rotary egg beater, and 
they filled teeth with gold foil roll­ 
ed into cylinders. Extractions cost 
about 50 cents at the office and 
one dollar when the dentist was 
called to the home. 
Dr. J. S. Clark introduced the 
blessing of anesthetic to suffering 
Missouri dental patients when he 
began using “Somnific Gas,” or 
sulphric ether, at his St. Louis of­ 
fice in 1847. 
In western Missouri, dentistry 
advanced when Dr. John K. Stark 
came to Independence about 1848, 
and Kansas City’s first dentist a r­ 
rived in 1855. 
Once started, dentistry as a pro­ 
fession grew rapidly in Missouri. 
Thirty-six dentists from all sec­ 
tions of the state met in 1865 and 
organized the Missouri Dental As­ 
sociation. This group helped pro­ 
mote the Missouri Dental College 
in 
1866 and fostered the much 
needed state law of 1883 which 
made it illegal to practice dentis­ 
try in Missouri without a diploma 
from a recognized dental college.

I AS, VEGAS, Nev., Oct. 22 
— (AP)—The smallest U. S. 
Atomic explosion on record 
was set off at sunrise today 
bv Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion scientists. 
Signalling perhaps the start 
of a new atomic weapon era, 
the infant A-bomb-—if bomb 
it was—flashed sharply for 
about one-tenth of a second. 
It was seen by observers on a 
mountain about 50 m i l e s 
away. 
But to eager onlookers in 
Las Vegas, the flash was ob­ 
literated bv the bright morn­ 
ing sun. 
A Letdown 
To spectators it was a letdown 
in contrail to the five brilliant 
flashes which lit up the desert sky 
in tests here last winter. 
To scientists, however, it prob­ 
ably was a bigger thrill than many 
of the previous larger blasts. 
To control the atom and its fis­ 
sioning so that it goes “poof”— 
without much more force than a 
larger artillery burst—that would 
stand as a milestone in nuclear 
science. 
One of the few men outside the 
AEC test site to see a tiny weapon 
perform was Joe McClain, tele­ 
graph editor of the Las Vegas Re- 
view-Journal. 
Very Small 
“It was hardly larger than the 
TNT blast set off an hour earlier 
to test instruments,” McClain said. 
“There was a short, bright flash 
and then a column of white smoke 
rose from it, narrow at the base 
and mushrooming finally into a 
small cloud. The cloud drifted up­ 
ward for about IO minutes before 
disintegrating.” 
Today’s detonation took place 
about 6 a.m. (P.S.T.). 
The AEC made only this state­ 
ment: 
“One of the nuclear detonations 
announced by the Atomic Energy 
Commission on Aug. 28 was held 
tliis morning at the Nevada test 
site.” 
IOO Foot Tower 
An AEC spokesman confirmed 
that the shot was made from the 
top of a 100-foot steel tower, simi­ 
lar to the structures used in the 
original A-bomo blast at Alama- 
gordo, N. M., in 1945 and also 
later at Eniwetok. 
The absence of any flash would 
seem to confirm speculation that 
the AEC has developed a smaller 
nuclear weapon. Speculation on 
such weapons has included artil­ 
lery-type shells and guided mis­ 
siles with atomic warheads. 
This, however, was a stationary 
or 
fixed-point 
detonation 
and 
would indicate *that the atomic 
scientists have developed 
what 
might be termed a baby A-bomb.

Nations command promptly 
ratified it and called on the 
Reds to reopen talks “without 
further delay.” 


No Answer 
The Reds didn’t answer Mon­ 
day. 
Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
U. N. command spokesman, said 
if the Red answer is received 
Tuesday morning a full scale ne­ 
gotiation session may be called for 
the afternoon. 
The general view in this Allied 
peace camp was that truce talks 
would be underway again by Wed­ 
nesday, at the latest. 
The two five-man negotiating 
committees will meet in a faded 
yellow tent at Panmunjom, mid­ 
way between opposing front lines. 
They will take up right where 
they left off at Kaesong—on the 
question of where to create a de­ 
militarized zone for the armistice. 
The Reds suspended the Kaesong 
talks Aug. 23. They charged the 
Allies bombed the Kaesong neutral 
zone the day before but the Allies 
denied the charge. 
Complete Arrangements 
U. N. and Communist liaisqn of­ 
ficers completed the*,

M em bers of the Legislature, w’ho 
w ill be called upon this fall to act 
on the U niversity of Missouri’s re­ 
quest to provide funds for a four- 
vear School of Medicine and rural 
health center at Columbia, will 
find an excellent guide for their 
deliberations in the recent report 
of Gov. Okey L. Patteson of West 
Virginia. As the result af this re ­ 
port the West Virginia Legislature 
has voted to establish a four-year 
m edical school on the cam pus of 
the U niversity of W est Virginia at 
M organtow n. 
There is a striking analogy in 
the situation in the two states. 
W est Virginia, like Missouri, had 
a tw o-year school. W hen the need 
for a four-year school was recog­ 
nized, the state’s two largest cities, 
C harleston and H untington, both 
sought the school. The sam e a r­ 
gum ents w ere advanced that have 
been used in M issouri; m ore clini­ 
cal patients and m ore economical 
operation. A fter weighing all of 
the evidence, Gov. Patteson’s re ­ 
port recom m ended that the school 
be established at M organtown as 
an integral part of the State U ni­ 
versity. 
T he population of M organtown 
is 25,446 which is som ewhat sm all­ 
er than Colum bia, which now has out of existence. The gam e has 


a population of 31,094. T here is 
only one other difference. The 
U niversity of Missouri rural health 
program is m uch m ore com pre­ 
hensive than the program planned 
for the U niversity of West Virginia. 
It is significant that three other 
state 
university, 
all 
located 
in 
tow ns 
sm aller 
than 
Columbia, 
have decided in recent years to 
establish their schools of m edicine 
at the university instead of in a 
large city. The U niversity of North 
Carolina in 
1946 established its 
school of m edicine at Chapel Hill. 
The U niversity of Florida in 1949 
rejected the dem and o.f Miami for 
the school of m edicine and instead 
established it as part of the uni­ 
versity at Gainesville, a tow n of 
approxim ately 
15,000. This year 
New Jersey voted to establish its 
state m edical school on the cam pus 
of the U niversity of New Jersey at 
New Brunsw ick, 
Gov. Patteson points out th at the 
rapid developm ent of atom ic re ­ 
search is a strong argum ent for 
“putting the m edical school w here 
the resources of the university can 
bring to students the latest in 
atom ic progress.” — Globe-Dem o- 
crat.

Details Cleared For Resuming Full 
PeaceTalks; 'Baby* A-Bomb Exploded 


Smallest Atomic 
Blast on Record 
Set Off at Sunrise 


By Bill Becker 
LAS, VEGAS, Nev., Oct. 22 
— (AP)—The smallest U. S. 
Atomic explosion on record 
was set off at sunrise today 
by Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion scientists. 
Signalling: perhaps the start 
of a new atomic weapon era, 
the infant A-bomb—if bomb 
it was—flashed sharply for 
about one-tenth of a second. 
It was seen by observers on a 
mountain about 50 m i l e s 
away. 
But to eager onlookers in 
Las Vegas, the flash was ob­ 
literated by the bright morn­ 
ing sun. 
A Letdown 
To spectators it was a letdown 
in contrast to the five brilliant 
flashes which lit up the desert sky 
in tests here last winter. 
To scientists, however, it prob­ 
ably was a bigger thrill than many 
of the previous larger blasts. 
To control the atom and its fis­ 
sioning so that it goes “poof”— 
without much more force than a 
larger artillery burst—that would 
sta?id as a milestone in nuclear 
science. 
One of the few men outside the 
AEC test site to see a tiny weapon 
perform was Joe McClain, tele­ 
graph editor of the Las Vegas Re- 
view-Journal. 
Very Small 
"It was hardly larger than the 
TNT blast set off an hour earlier 
to test instruments,” McClain said. 
“There was a short, bright flash 
and then a column of white smoke 
rose from it, narrow at the base 
and mushrooming finally into a 
small cloud. The cloud drifted up­ 
ward for about 10 minutes before 
disintegrating.” 
Today’s detonation took place 
about 6 a.m. (P.S.T.). 
The AEC made only this state­ 
ment: 
“One of the nuclear detonations 
announced by the Atomic Energy 
Commission on Aug. 28 was held 
this morning at the Nevada test 
site.” 
100 Foot Tower 
An AEC spokesman confirmed 
that the shot was m ade from the 
top of a 100-foot steel tower, simi­ 
lar to the structures used in the 
original A-bomo blast at Alama- 
gordo, N. M., in 1945 and also 
later at Eniwetok. 
The absence of any flash would 
seem to confirm speculation that 
the AEC has developed a smaller 
nuclear weapon. Speculation on 
such weapons has included artil­ 
lery-type shells and guided mis­ 
siles with atomic warheads. 
This, however, was a stationary 
or 
fixed-point 
detonation 
and 
would indicate that the atomic 
scientists 
have 
developed 
what 
might be term ed a baby A-bomb.

Then they withdrew, and the Unit­ 
ed Nations infantrymen advanced 
unopposed through the mud. 
Rapid Advance 
Despite the soggy going, the ad­ 
vance was so rapid engineers had 
a hard time keeping up with the 
infantrymen. 
Forty-tw o Chinese didn’t choose 
to retreat. They surrendered. 
A front line officer estimated 
Red casualties in the ten day of­ 
fensive would exceed 15,000. 
Fighting quieted all along the 
dam p front lines in Korea as liaison 
officers completed arrangem ents 
for resuming truce talks. 
There was no break in the air 
and sea action. Jet battles flared 
for the second suecesive day. O ut­ 
num bered U. S. Sabre jets damaged 
two Red jets Sunday and fought 
another 25 minute battle Monday 
without either siut scoring a hit. 
The Navy reported the U. S. 
Cruiser Helena steamed to w ith­ 
in 60 miles of the Soviet Siberian 
frontier, blasting a 175 mile stretch 
of rail lines w ith her eight-inch 
guns.

MEMPHIS 
But there are some exceptions, 
both as to railroads and as to 
cities. Theoretically, Memphis, on 
on the east bank of the river, is an 
eastern city; actually it is more 
western in its outlook and more 
southern than either eastern or 
western. 
Memphis is one of the oldest 
of river cities and during the years 
of its existence it has weathered 
many a storm. The name, no doubt, 
stems from the ancient Egyptian 
city, which was one of the cultur­ 
al centers of the Nile valley. So, 
too, modern Memphis, on the* ex­ 
treme southwestern fringe of Ten­ 
nessee is a center of culture tor 
what it chooses to call the “ Mid- 
South.” The city also wields a 
tremendous influence on the eco­ 
nomy of the neighboring states of 
Mississippi and Arkansas. So great 
is the influence of Memphis upon 
Mississippi, In particular, that for 
many years, when the question 
was asked “Where is the capital 
of Mississippi?” the immediate an­ 
swer was “In Memphis and New 
Orleans.” 
Like most of the river cities, 
Memphis suffered the ravages of 
war during tho 60’s, when control 
of the Mississippi was of vital mili­ 


tary importance to both tho North 
and South. But, unlike some other 
river cities, Memphis was able to 
spring back when the war was 
over and glow to its present com­ 
manding common Jal and financial 
position in the Mid-South. 


GENOA, TEXAS 
Between Houston and Galveston 
is tht> town of Genoa, Texas, once 
a leading cattle center in the area 
now known as tho Houston district.

The 
town was named, so it is said, be­

M em bers of the Legislature, who 
will be called upon this fall to act 
on the U niversity of M issouri’s re­ 
quest to provide funds for a four- 
vear School of M edicine and ru ral 
health center at Columbia, will 
find an excellent guide for their 
deliberations in the recent report 
of Gov. O key L. Patteson of W est 
Virginia. As th e result af this re ­ 
port th e West Virginia Legislature 
has voted to establish a fo u r-v ear 
m edical school on the cam pus of 
the U niversity of W est V irginia at 
M oregantow n.

Aaron Burr, Brilliant and Impatient, 
Reached High Office Before Disgrace 


Unusual Achievements as a Soldier and Lawyer Preceded Political Career 
Which Came to Its Pinnacle in the Vice-Presidency— Duel With Alexander

Burr was 45 when he became 
vice-president and was recognized 
es one of the ablest politicians 
of the day. He was at the peak of 
a career which had found him 
a college graduate, magna cum 
laude, at 16; a lieutenant colonel 
in the army at 21, a member of 
the New York State Assembly at 
28, attorney general of New York 
at 33 and a United States senator 
at 35. 
But 
along 
with 
his 
brilliant 
native ability, Burr possessed an 
impetuous and reckless person­ 
ality which drove him in an in­ 
cessant desire to attain fame and 
glory. 
He 
was proud, daringly 
bold and a master of intrigue. A l­ 
though these traits gave him the 
dashing air of an adventurer in 
his early life, they were also to 
lead toward his downfall. With 
thirty-five years to live after be­ 
coming vice-president, greater ac­ 
complishments might well have 
been expected of him. 
Son of College President. 
Burr was born February 6, 1756, 
in Newark, N. J. His father was 
president of the College of New 
Jersey, which later became Prin ­ 
ceton university. His grandfather 
was Jonathan Edwards, the noted 
theologian of his day. 
After he was graduated from 
college, Burr enlisted with Wash­ 
ington’s army. Disgusted with in- 
ictivity and chafing because he 
had not been given a commission, 
he left and joined Col. Benedict 
Arnold’s men as a captain on the 
long and arduous march to Que­ 
bec. His heroism in the unsuccess­ 
ful attack on Quebec became tho 
talk of the colonics and drew 
praise from the Continental Con­ 
gress. 
Blaming the Quebec failure on 


A Regiment Revitalized. 
Burr gloried in this challenge 
to make a fighting unit from a 
group of misfits. Within a few 
weeks he had whipped them into 
a crack outfit. This group, known 
as the Malcolms, became the pride 
of Burr's heart and he was to 
lead it in a minor victory over 
British raiders. In the midst of 
his dash after these raiders, he 
was ordered to report to General 
Parsons 
in 
Philadelphia. 
From 
there he went to Valley Forge, 
where 
he distinguished 
himself 
further by masterful handling of 
a mutinous regiment. 
Burr’s reputation was dimmed 
somewhat in the Battle of Mon­ 
mouth in June, 
1778. Here he 
disobeyed 
Washington’s 
orders 
and by doing so led his beloved 
Malcolms into a trap which cost 
a third of its men. It was the 
fourth 
time 
he 
had 
disobeyed 
orders, but the first time his im­ 
pulsive 
actions 
had 
backfired. 
Nevertheless, it was his final ap­ 
pearance in battle. 
Resigning 
from the 
army 
in 
1779, Burr finished law study and 
set up his practice in Albany, 
N. Y., in 1782. He soon moved to 
New York City where he quickly 
became the cleverest and most 
spectacular member of the bar. 
He regarded the profession as a 
kind of combat and 
relied on 
legal subterfuges, dramatics, split­ 
ting legal hairs and any method 
to win his case. He defined law 
as “ whatever is boldly asserted 
and plausibly maintained.” It was 
said he would nearly always have 
as an associate a friend or re­ 
lative of the judge handling the 
case. 
Into a Political Career 
With* such 
methods his legal 
practice flourished and his repu­ 
tation grew. He was elected to 
the State Assembly in 1784 and 
again in 1785. Four years later 
he was appointed attorney gen­ 
eral of New York and in 1791 
elected 
to

Senate. 
B y this time E u rr’s political

He then tried to interest Eng­ 
land and Napoleon in his con­ 
spiracy but was turned down. In 
1812 he returned to the United 
States, utterly ruined and in com­ 
plete p o v e r t y . The remaining 
twenty-four years of his life were 
devoted in law practice. He died 
September 14, 1836.

He 
was acquitted in 1807 when tho 
chief justice, John Marshall, ruled 
that to be guilty of treason, he 
must have been present when the 
act was committed. The start of 
the expedition was held to be the 
act, and since Burr was not pre­ 
sent at that time he was freed.
